RESULTS OF LOCAL PLANNING APPLICATIONS CONSIDERED By CHERWELL DISTRICT COUNCIL ON 
THURSDAY 26TH AUGUST - PLANNING SUB-COMMITTEE 


WINDMILL CENTRE: On the plan below, the developer has acquired Area A from the County 
Council, with outline planning approval, subject to approval of details by the C.D.C. 
Area B is the land which the developer is proposing to purchase, and the subject for 
Planning application are Areas A & B combined, for which the developer requested 
approval for 26 houses. The general feeling of the committee was sympathetic, mainly 
because it considers the proposal of a community centre to be in the interest of the 
people of Deddington. A decision was deferred, with the committee making the following 
recommendation to be advised to the development company:- 
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(a) (1) The proposed scale and extent of the development would substantielly 
conflict with the Housing policies of the Cxfordshire Structure 
Plan and the Rural Settlexent Policy of Cherwell Distret Council 
in that although Deddington is a village where developent other 
than infilling will be approved, in no case will other than minor 
development be permitted, The area of land end suggested nurcber 
of houses is considerably in excess of the minor developent 
proposals envisaged in the adoption of this policy and in the opinion 
of Cherwell] District Council the overriding considerations are not 
sufficient to warrant an exception being meade to the extent of the 
development 4&8 now proposed. 


(2) The proposal as now suggested world involve an over-intensive use 
of the land which would de out of character with the adjcining 
developwrent and would inevitably result in detrinent to the 
enjcyment end living conditions of the existing inmediately 
adjoining dwellingkcuses, 


(b) Further discussions shovld take place with officers with a view to a 
more acceptable proposal being produced restricting the site area and

NATURE NOTES 


August has been a very good month for butterflies. Most common varieties 
have visited our lavender, marigolds, mignonette, dahlias, buddleias, 
herbes and sedums, to name but 2 few of the plants which attract then, 
Merlier this month I saw a large clunp of thistles in a Field covered 
with tortoiseshells, The lovely Painted Lady butterfly is a daily 
visitor to the garden now. The females ley their eggs on the spear 
thistle, so watch out for them where you see this plent. “his butterfly 
is 4 migrent from North africa and spreads all over Europe, laying eggs as 
it travels northwards. It cannot hibernate in winter, so it is always 
breeding as it migrates, thus ensuring a wide spread of the species. 


There is little bird song just now, for August is the quiet month for 

most garden birds except perhaps. the robin. Even his song is not 

the robust song of springy; and carly summer, but that sweet. “undersong" 
often uttered as he accompanies you about the garden, hoping you will 

turn up te odd worn or caterpillar as you work. 


The sparrowhawks near Deddington have been successful this year. A 
new nest area was established, with young by now well on the wing. 


By and large a good summer. Now with the cuckoos and swifts gone 
back to Africa, more of our sumer visitors will go in the weeks to come,

PARISH COUNCIL TO BUY COMMUNITY CENTRE 


The Parish Council at a Special Meeting held at the Town Hall on Friday 
16th July 1982 decided to buy from the Oxfordshire County Council for 
community purposes, the land and buildin:s at the Windmill site which 
they currently hold on lease, 


Before reaching their decision the Council heard a report from Richard 
Broadbent, Chairman of the ‘indmill Steering Committee, setting out the 
achievements of the committee in the past year, in attemeting to establish 
the Vindmill as the focal point of community activities, and prospects for 
the future. He said that apart from the £1700 rent which had been met by 
the Parish Council, the income raised from bookings, grants, social 
activities and other fund raising efforts had, in the first year, more 
than covered costs. He was optimistic that bookings/activities would 
increase as the facilities were improved. 


Rob Forsyth, Chairmen of the Financial “'orking Group set un to 

examine the viability of acquiring the freehold of the site, a.so repore” 
We said that if the Council acquiried the freehold of the site, the way 
would be open to negotiate a deal with the developer of the frontage 

land under which the developer would pr ovide a new community centre 
pbuilding in exchange for the strip of land on which the existing buildings 
were situated, 


However, there were. two uncertainties about such a deal, Firstly, no 
formal agreement had yet been made with the builder and secondly, 

planning permission to extend the residential area had to be obtained. 

The Financial ‘’orking Group were hopeful that both obstacles would be 
overcome, but because of the uncertainties they had examined the viability 
of the Parish Council simply acquiring the land and buildings they 
currently leased from the ©.C.C. The Group had rearhed the conclusion 
that such a purchase could be justified on its own, irrespective of any 
‘deal" with the Developer. The County Council had offered to sell ata 
very reasonable price provided the sale wae --..., 

unlikely that such an offer would be repeated, “The cost could be met trom 
existing Parish reserves and partly by a short term (ten year) loan for 
which the repayments plus interest would be about double the present rent. 
However other fund raising efforts, grants, etc. might enable the cost and 
the loan bearing part thereof to be reduced, 


Once the Loan had been repaid there would be no further payments and the 
Parish would own a valuable asset whereas under the existing iease the 
land/buildings would never belong to the Parish and the £1700 per annun 
rent would be a continuous charge which was likely to increase, The 
Chairman of the Parish Council, Douglas ‘ard, informed mémbers that the 
cost of overdraft/borrowing facilities to finance the acquisivicn on the 
basis outlined by the Financial Vorking Group could be met without 
inerescine the rote enrrently levied in the Parish. 


abers of the Council then debated the issue. Those who hed reserve? 
about the purchase were doubtful about the ability of a Corm-~ ante 
to become completely self-sufficient and were conc~~ .. one. Parish 
Council would be taking on a continuing liabili_y. it was pointed out 
that whilst costs could be met without an increase in the Parish rate, 
without such costs the rate could be reduced. 


Those who supported the purchase pointed to the need for corrrmity 
facilities, the achievements of the present committee so fax in providing 
for such needs, particularly for the youngsters, and the difficulties in 
naking long-term plans/improvements in respect of a leasehold property.

In summing up the debate the Chairmen said that the Perish Council had a | 
duty to consider the needs of the community. The opportunity to purchase 
such « valueble asset for the icrish at the price presently asked would not 
arise again and even if, in the event, the comunity centre project should 
fail, the asset could be disposed of and the. investment recovered.

Cheeseman, to go ahead with the purchase wes approved by 8 votes to 4 after 
an amendment to defer the question hed been defeated. The woting was:

APOLOGIES FOR ABSENCE: Councillors O'Neill, Stevens, and Mrs. Robinson. 


1. Councillor Roger Croft was welcomed to the meeting to discuss matters 
of mutual interest. He geve a resume of the work of the D.C. Questions 
were then put to Councillor Croft by members. It was agreed that it 
would be useful to repeat this discussion annuelly. 


2. Correspondence. The Clerk reported that the Electricity Board would 
be prepared to sheild lanterns in Footway Lighting in the Daedings 
at a cost of £6 per lantern and resolved that the householders 
concerned be edvised with 2 report to the next meeting. 
Pavillion at Castle Grounds. In view of the considerable work they 
propose to carry out on the Pavilion, D.F.C. requested security of 
tenure over a long period. The Club was advised that the council 
is sympathetic to a long term lease, but that the matter be 
considered in more tail at a future meeting. 


3, A letter was considered from the Chief Executive of the D.C. to 
hold a meeting on lst September. Councillor Ward (Chairman), 
Councillor Robinson (Vice-Chairman) were appointed to attend with 
Councillor ‘febber as reserve. 


4, Market Stalls 
Vesleyan Reform Church under Town Hall 14th August - Granted, 
Mr, R. West to hold a stall at regular intervals. 
Letters of comment were submitted from 5 traders in Deddington:- 
a) Haywards - objection as would take up too much space and also 
take trade away from local traders. 
b) Post Office - Objection as will open flood gates, cause parking 
problems and take trade away. 
a Wallins - egreed as long as no further stalls were allowed. 
d) Antique Centre - agreed and asked if they could hold a flea market 
monthly. 
e) Tuckers - agreed as long as P.C. assures there will be no other 
stalls. Also worried about taking trade away. 


After some discussion, during which it was emphasised that the P.C. 

only appeared to have control over the area under the Town Hall, it 

was agreed that no further commercial ventures be permitted but that 
cheritable organisations be ellowed subject to approval by P.C. 


5. Highway Matters. Mrs. A. Grady of the Tchure wrote again concerning 
the dangerous surface of this Highway, which began with the building 
of the new houses end digging up of the surface for services 
combined with heavy vehicle useage. Councillor Hayward meintained 
that the vehicles parked permanently in the Tchure were the main 
hazerd. He had spoken to local police who had taken no action. The 
parking problem was referred to the Police and the condition of the 
Tcehure to the County Council. It was agreed that a letter be written 
to Mr & Mrs. Lambert to thank them for keeping the greens in the 
Market Place in such good condition. The Placing of stones 
outside houses on grass verges on the A243 was considered but it 
was decided to take no action other than to informally advise 
residents of the dangers they might cause.

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DEDDINGTON PEOPLE ~— PROFILE — ALBERT THOMAS EVANS 


A senior citizen of 90 years of age Albert has worked 
with and has been profoundly interested in horses all 
his life - he still has certain views on 'form' re- 
garding some of today’s races. 


Albert was in the South Staffordshire Yeomanry durirg 
the First World War and saw service in Egypt - Cairo 
Alexandra and the Nile area, sitting in his armchair 
in the conservatory, with half closed eyes, he recol- 
lected a certain operation when as'horse-holder number 
three' a shell killed three of his four horses but 
miraculously the horse he was riding escaped - carnage 
everywhere. Later, in that area the horses had all 
gone and it was foot slogging along the banks of the 
Nile to the objective. 


At the end of the War and on demobilisation, his employer, Major Webb - the seed 
people - met him by car at Kidderminster station and reinstated him as stud groom. 
There "Nugget" (his nickname by the Webb family) 
had 12 hunting horses including the brood mares. 
Albert maintains that the correct breaking in of 
foals (a speciality of his) really has to spread 
over a whole year. 


At the outbreak of the Second World War Albert 
being a Special Constable was placed on night 

duty to patrol the Birmingham aqueduct at Berring- 
ham, near Bewdley, this night work lasted for 4 
years, 


During the hunting season Albert was second horse, 
the relief horse for the Master, and attended 
most of the hunts - All Brighton Woodland, Worcester,; 
Pitchley, Heythrop, Bicester. For five years he was 
a stud groom at Stratton Audley. 


A normal hunting day started by rising at 4 a.m. 

feeding, preparing the horses then setting off at 
about 5 a.m. About 1930 saw the motorised horse 

boxes transporting the hunters.

It was in 1958 that he came as groom to Captain 
Dixon at Castle End where he looked after the 
hunters and garden. 


In his early days it was normal for a groom to live in the flat above the stables 
and have his food in the house kitchen, the wages were £2 a week and he was given 
two sets of livery a year - high boots, jacket and breeches etc costing £50. The 
bowler hat which was worn was specially made and could not dent (a sort of crash 

helmet) and was purchased from Moss Brothers. The grey jacket was waterproof as 

was the fawn breeches. During the grouse season in Perthshire and In\ rernesshire 

Albert was a gun loader and had to dress accordingly (see photograph over, here I 
comment, a Sassenach had no right to wear the kilt!).

I remember (although it's rather a long time ago!) how I felt during the 
first few days at Secondary School.

TAME, there are things living here which perhaps only he knows about? 


Every night when the moon turns red, white and green you may hear feet 
padding. You should know that the Gumbies have come out to raid the 
Deddington pubs for crisps: --- snail and starling flavoured crisps: 
After their snack they go out to play, but if you should see them don't 
dare cross their path. One couple did and the Gumbies picked them up 
and started to play skittles with them. Then they packed them into 

two tins and rolled them into Haywards. The man landed on the apples 
and the lady landed right in the middle of the tomatoes. They were very:

(Ed. note - I should imagine the Hayward family were rather alarmed as 
well). 


DAVID HUMPHRIES has been finding out some interesting facts about the 
village school. 


The land the school is built on was given by Mr. Cartwright in 1852. 

At first there were two parts to the school - one for boys and one for 
girls and each part had its own: entrance: The boys school was the part 
which is now the hall, Class V's room and the Resource area. The girls 
school was the part which is now Class VI's room and the spare classroom. 


The school has had a lot of other rooms added since then. The kitchen 
was built first then Class III's room followed by the two epSS SS LOOMS , 
the office and the cloackroom. 


Class III's room is built of brick just like the cloakroom. With the 
kitchen they used brick at the back and stone at the front so that it 
did not look odd against the rest of the school. 


The window frames are made out of metal. Most of the windows have been 
changed. The one in Class IV has been squared off. It used to be 
arched like the church windows. What used to be the boys school door’ 
has also been changed into a window. The two infant rooms have flat 
roofs. 


= YF 
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One of the chimneys on the school had to be taken off because it was very 
Gangerous. he builders took the chimney off and made it just into a bit 
of the roof. 


CRAIG CHURCHILL noted the following after a walk around the village. 


I stopped to look at some sash windows on a house called Castle End. I 
found out that in the eighteenth century a new kind of window was being 
used for important houses. It was divided into two parts and both parts 
could slide up and down.in a groove. Vertical sash windows. Sash 
windows were laraqer than cther windows and often fitted in the living 
room where the family spent most of their time. It is not unusual to 
find an old house with several types of window in its walls. Also on 
the same house I saw a window called a leaded window. 


When men found out how to make glass more easily it became cheaper. In 
those days glass could only be made in small- panes. These small panes. 
were joined together with lead and set in an iron or wooden frame. 


Most of the iron framed windows are made to open like’a smali door. We 
cali this sort of window a casement window. i 


A sun dial on Castle House particularly interested FRANCESCA CHARD. 


I was interested in the sundial which was fixed on to the side of 
Castle House. Wot many sundials are fixed to walls and this is 
possibly the only one in Deddington. ‘The wall it is on faces south 
to catch all the sun. : 


There were many different colours in the walls. My favourite wall was 
the one on the side of Kings Arms Cottage which has a mask built into it. 


As we walk around Deddington, we can see many different types of wall 
LOUISE BLOOR took a closer look. : 157: 


There are quite a lot of walls which are falling apart - these are called 
dry stone walls. Others looked like dry stone walls but had the stones 
cemented in. In some of the stones you can find fossils if you look’ 
clesely. Some walls in the village are built out of brick. Some had 
rounded tops which Looked like small roofs. 


On the wall of the Old Well House, there is a fire mark on the wall - 
on it is a crown over two hands shaking. 


How well do you know Deddinton? I’ve theucht of some street and road names 
you can see in the village and ther muddles up the letters - you see how 
many you can unjurmble.

UNITED NATIONS ASSOCIATION - MEETING WINDMILL COMMUNITY CENTRE JUNE 16TH 


This was a lively occasion, thanks partly to Mrs. Carter who was a 
brilliant chairman. Twenty five people gathered to hear Bill Yates 
from Oxfam speak on "Development and Disarmament - the U.M.O. case.” 


Bill Yates gave a vivid account of some of his work in the disaster 
areas of the World, cleverly combined with slides, which dramatically 
illustrated his points. He mentioned that only Western Europe had 
been relatively ‘at peace’ since the formal ending of World War II 

in 1945. Millions of people had been killea@, wounded, imprisoned, 
and devastated, since then, throughout the world. More bombs were 
dropped on Kampuchea than the total dropped in World War II. [In 
spite of the misery of war, he was, he said in agony of mind not to 
be able to call himself pacifist. He had met many christians in South 
America who had been fighting against militaristic regimes, and he 
thought Britain had been fighting on the side of the angels in the 
Falklands. Yet we, America and other European Nations, had been 
bribing other similar military dictatorships to persuade them to buy 
arms, which could eventually be used against us, as in the Falklands. 


Even a fraction of the incredible amount of world resources which are 
now being spent on Gestruction could make a substantial contribution 
towards relieving starvation, illness and disease in the world. For 
example 50% of the worlds people have no access to clean water; and many 
spend hours each day carrying water on foot from long distances, often 
polluted water at that. Appropriate Modern Technology coudd do much 

to help. : 


Many questions were still burning on peoples’ mouths, when time Crew 
the meeting to a close, for informal discussion over coffee. For 
example, how could we in Deddington help to halt the Arms Race, and. 
diminish the likelihood of Nuclear War? Dorothy Bullard from Shennington 
proposed a vote of thanks. Our thanks are due to Banbury United 
Nations Association, for their co-operation in helping us to organise 
this successful meeting. The total collection of £16.32 was donated 
to Cxfam.

LETTER FROM MR. BOWERMAN, CLIFTON 


I would like to reply to your recent article in which Mr. Fuller said he 
had the first tractor in this district in 1935. I worked for Mr. Welford 
in Clifton, and in 1922 we had our first tractor, which was a T-Ford type 
tractor built in Cork, Ireland. It had no mudguards, no brakes, and no 
governor, cost £120, and compared to todays huge models it would look like 
a Heath Robinson creation. 


Zt sometimes took hours to start, and usually a wag woulé suggest it 
needed a new flint, or perhaps the petrol was twisted in the pipe. It did 
twelve years work and ran on ordinary household paraffin. 


We also had the first power mower in 1929, which was just the knife bar 
5 feet wide which fitted between the front and rear wheels. Power was 
taken £rom the rear of the tractor.
